It should be understood thai the Government of 
Ind’a will not undertake any responsibility for dis¬ 
pute, if any that may arise between the importer 
and the suppliers. The conditions to Ite fulhlled by 
the supplier before payment by the Bank of India, 
Tokyo must be clearly spelt out by the importer in 
Annexure-T under "Terms of P.iyment'’. Provision 
dealing whh a settlement of disputes be included in 
the condition bf contract. 

V ('v) Future Instructions:— 

The. importer shall prommly coinnly whh any 
dir"c*ions, instructions or orders issued by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India from t*me to t'me regarding any 
and nil matters arising from or vr'rratuing to the 
irnnorts and for meeting all obligations under the 
Grant Aid for 1986-87 from Japan.
